Rules Are Announced

Kindergarten enrollment will be held 
on Wednesday, September 9, from 
2 to 4 in the afternoon. All children 
who will be five years of age on or 
before February 15, 1932, are eligible 
for enrollment. Parents are requested 
to present vaccination certificates and 
some evidence of age at this time for 
their children. 

Enrollment for all pupils, grades one 
to eight inclusive, not already regis- 
tered in the schools will be held on 
Thursday, September 10, from 2 to 4 
in the afternoon. All children who will 
be six years of age on or before Feb- 
ruary 15, 1932, are eligible for the first 
grade. Those children who were en- 
rolled in the Narberth public schools 
kindergarten may enter the first grade. 
Vaccination certificates and evidences 
of age must be presented for all chil- 
dren not previously enrolled in the 
school, regardless of grade. 

Bus transportation will be provided 
for all Narberth pupils attending Low- 
er Merion Junior and Senior High 
Schools, grades nine to twelve inclu- 
sive, beginning Wednesday morning, 
September 9. Busses will leave at the 
usual time and places. Bus tickets will 
be given out at a later date, to be an- 
nounced in "Our Town."

A run-making exhibition in the third 
inning that has never been equaled on 
the Narberth playground assisted the 
Narberth team in overwhelming the 
sad aggregation called Colwyn on 
Wednesday night by the score of 16-3.

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Why Narberth Is Sidetracked 

In a letter to the editor, published elsewhere in this issue, Mr. Ches- 
ter P. Cook, a resident of Merion but an owner of many properties here 
and a business man of the Borough, interrogates us on various points. 

In reply to his first query as to why we do not publish Sheriff's sales, 
the answer simply is that we are not paid to do so. They are a form of 
County legal advertising which, at the present time, are dealt out to hench- 
men of the Johnson regime. 

This situation, we hold, is not only illogical but vicious. That is the 
extent to which we agree with Air. Cook's contention that we approve 
of the present condition. County legal advertising, such as Sheriff's sales, 
should not be handed out as a political plum to favorites of the "court- 
house gang" but should be published in those papers of the County 
where the properties involved are located. Thus sheriff's sales of Nar- 
berth properties would be published in "Our Town," Norristown sales 
in the Norristown papers, etc. Under the present arrangements sales of 
properties all over Montgomery County are published in one or two 
Lower Merion papers. Owners of properties involved have but a ghost 
of a chance of ever seeing anything in print about sales to transpire. 

We quite agree with Mr. Cook when he says "Our Town" is entitled 
to some of the "gravy dished out from our million-dollar county seat." 
but until there is a change in the political alignment, and we would not 
be surprised to see one this fall, there would seem to be little hope of a 
logical and fair solution of the problem. 

As to the audacity of "Lou" Young and Fred Walzer in running for 
County offices against the wishes of Boss Johnson, it is high time such an 
event took place. The Main Line section has had no proper representa- 
tion in the County government at Norristown for many years. We are 
advocating the nomination of these two men because we believe this sec- 
tion of the County should have representation. In the case of Mr. 
Young, who is running for County Commissioner, we feel that every 
vote cast for him at the Primaries is a blow toward redeeming the gov- 
ernment of the County from the principle of one-man leadership. Under 
Mr. Johnson, it has become a family affair with his son-in-law in the 
Commissioners' office and the latter's brother-in-law on the bench. This 
hereditary principle in government is not only un-American but works 
disadvantageous^ in the average citizen's interests. 

The aim of the opposition to the organization is not one-man leader- 
ship but the leadership of several men, a round table on which various 
sections will be represented and in which they will have equal say. Under 
this form of leadership there is no chance for a family tyranny to develop 
nor for the leadership to originate from but one part of the County. 

Narberth has a peculiar distinction in this year's campaign, with two 
candidates on the ticket. Let us make our voice heard in County politics.

So long, Japanese beetles! 

Hello, little beetle grubs! 

Cooler nights bring better dahlias. 

Asters (annual asters) should be 
planted on new ground each year as it 
requires two years to mature the root 
aphids which destroy them. After two 
years the same soil may be used again. 

Aster yellows is a bacterial disease, 
spread by a leaf hopper, and is dim- 
cut to control. Destroy affected plants 
promptly to prevent spread. 

Hardy asters, called fall asters or 
Michaelmas Daisies, may be trans- 
planted as the flowers are fading or in 
early spring. 

■f 
All fall-planted perennials should be 
mulched lightly after the ground has 
frozen, about Christmas time, to pre- 
vent the winter sun from thawing out 
the soil. Salt hay, or marsh hay, is 
the ideal material. 

■f 
Pity the poor private estate garden- 
ers. The owners go to Maine in the 
summer and find lawns, trees, shrubs 
and flowers growing luxuriantly for a 
short season of three to four months, 
but resting for a long winter of from 
eight to nine months. Our plants only 
rest for six months and are asked to 
grow for six months. Naturally our 
gardens look duller in comparison with 
the Northern States, but our spring 
and fall seasons are just about ideal 
for human enjoyment. 

Notice an odd leaf of swamp maple, 
or a few stems of sumac that have pre- 
maturely taken on their vivid fall col- 
oring. Just a suggestion of our road- 
sides, woods and hillsides in the glori- 
ously colorful days of October. Plan 
to enjoy the beautiful fall landscape 
by driving to Valley Forge when the 
dogwoods arc in fruit and in fall color. 
No need to turn back from Valley 
Forge; there are many, many miles of 
beauty on the Main Line and in the 
surrounding country. And right here 
the picture lasts for many weeks — in 
Pennsylvania beautiful. 

Pansy seedlings and English daisies, 
too, may be transplanted to roomier 
quarters and set three inches apart in 
a cold frame to remain until time for 
setting out in spring. 

The same applies to perennial seed- 
lings. When they have two sets of 
true leaves the little plants may be 
given more space in which to grow so 
that they may be transplanted in spring 
with a good ball of soil. 

If there is a spare cold frame try 
some plants of sweet violets. Keep 



them from hard freezing and the violet 
fragrance may be enjoyed all winter 
in the house. 

Have seeds, fresh seeds, of annual 
larkspur, blue cornflower, Shirley pop- 
pies, China pinks and forget-me-not to 
sow outdoors over the fall-planted 
bulbs. A light covering of salt hay, 
criss-crossed, is all the protection they 
require.
